Salisbnry Proposes an International Com- 


mission, Which Is Accepted. 


London, Sept. 8.—The correspondent of 


the Times at Constantinople telegraphed 
tbat owing to a note from Count Mura- 
vleff, the Russian minister for foreign 
affairs, intimating tbat Great Britain was 
responsible for, tbe "incalculable evil* 
which Greece and Turkey are suffering 
through the delay in th» conclusion of 
peace between the two countries," the 
Marquis of Salisbury submitted fresh pro- 
posals for the settlement of tbe permanent 
puace 
between Turkey 
and 
Greece,

QUICK DEATH. 


Henry II. Kreidler Taken Away 


Suddenly in the 


Night. 


DIED OF HEART DISEASE AT HOIE 


Body Found in the Yard at Three 


O'clock This Morning — Tbe 


Details—Inquest This 


Afternoon. 


Henry M. Kreidler was found dead 


this morning In the book yard at his 
home, No. 538 North Franklin street. It 
Is supposed that his death was due to 
heart disease and that he fell dead as he 
was walking to the barn at the rear of the 
boute 
The death was a great shock to 


the family and friends. 


Mr. Kreidler left hi* home last night at 


about 8 o'clock to attend a meeting of 
Chevelier Bayard Lodge 189, K. of P. 
He seemed to be lu his usual spirits ex- 
cepting tbat at tbe supper table ho ooni- 
plained of not being hungry and said that 
bia stomach had been oat of order since 
Sunday night, when be ate an oyster 
stew, aftr bis return from Cerrn Gordo, 
where he went to attend church. Mr. 
Kreidler left bis home and went to the 
lodge hall. He offered the closing prayer 
at tbe meeting and remained at the ball 
with several other members until about 
10 o'clock, when ho left for his home. 
That was tbe 'last that was seen of him 
alive. It hat boon tbe habit of Mr. Krold- 
ler to always give water to his horse be- 
fore retiring at night and it Is thought 
ho was on bis way to the barn wben death 
overtook him. 


At about 11 o'clock Mrs. Kreidler be- 


came uneasy became her husband did not 
return as he had expected to return home 
lather early. 
The family thought tbat 


perhaps for some cause the meeting was 
late in dismissing, but at 8 o'oloek this 
morning, wben Mr. Kreidler did not 
make big appearance, bis wife became 
greatly alarmed and notified the police 
Captain Mutberabangb and Officers Dona- 
hue and Koohinski went to the house and 
patrolled the neighborhood to find some 
traces of the missing man, as they had 
Learned that the lodge ball had closed long 
since. Finally, on looking in tbe baok 
patd Officer Donahue fdund tbo body of 
Mr. Kreldier in tbe middle of tbe yard 
near tbo walk leading to tbe barn. Tbe 
death seemed to bay) been sudden. He 
lay on bis baok with toth hands partly 
opened and bis arms over his head. His 
bat was pushed down over bis face and he 
bad apparently not made a struggle or 
move after he fell. 
Dr. W. M. Catto was 


called and ou examining tbe body said 
that death was due to heart disease. Tbe 
body was cold and had been dead about 
five or six hours 
Tbe polloe notified 


Coroner Bendure and tbe remains were 
taken in tbe bouse. 


Tbe frlendi and relatives of Mr. Kreld- 


ier do not doubt but tbat bis death was 
due to heart dltease. He was a man who 
wai generally ID good health, bnt be had 
been troubled with heart disease and 
lately be suffered several severe attacks. 
Last Thursday be ^bad a sudden spell, 
which alarmed hitu at tbe time and which 
had worried him considerably «lnoe then. 


The inquest will be held by Conner 


Bendnre this afternoon at 8 o'clock at 
the residence. The time of the funeral 
has not yet been decided upon.

Henry M. Kreidler was born in tbe state 


of Pennsylvania and was 41 year* old. 
When a young boy he came to tbil state 
with his parents, who settled on a farm 
near Blue Mound. He was afterward «n 
gaged In tbe hardware business ID tbe 
village of Blue Mound. He was married 
to MlM Jennie Store on October 11, 1880. 
About 10 years ago Mr. Kreidler came to 
Decatur to live. At the time of bis 
death Mr. Kreidler and hit wife made 
their home with Mrs. Kreldier'* toother, 
Mrs, Barbara Stare. When the deceased 
first name to Deoatur be was employed in 
the shops of tbe, Wabaib railroad. He 
next took a position in Bacbmsn'e furni- 
ture store and stayed there tor five yean. 
He then opened an undertaking establish- 
ment with Frank Hill aa hi* partner and 
after being ID tbat buslnesi for about a 
year he sold hi* interest and took a pod 
tion In Saoford & Wilson'• furniture 
(tore, where he was employe! until a few 
week* ago. At tb* time of bl* death no 
was employed at tbe Baebman Bra*, and 
Martin company now. 


The deneaied leave* a wife, Lot no cbll 


dren. Ha-also leave* a father,* Conrad 
Kreidler, a sifter, Mary, and a brother, 
Thomas Kreidler, alJ ot Bine Mound, and 
another brother, Percy Kreidler, of Cbl 
eago. Mr and Mr*. Kreidler bare been 
making arrangement* to co to California 


to live and expected to leave to-a few 
week*. 


Mr. Kreidler was quite well known In 


this city and be bad ninny friends. He 
was a member of Deoatur Camp, No. 144, 
M. W. of A , and held the office of prelate 
in Chevelier Bnyard Lodge, No. 181), K. 
of P. He was a member of the congrega- 
tion of Grace Methodist oburcb and wa* 
prominent in tbe church work. Eo wa* 
treasarer of the church arid also taught a 
Sunday school class. The ludden doatk 
of Mr. Kreidler was a *ad one and hi* 
many friend* were greatly shocked wben 
they heard tbo new* this morning.

Nothing Else So Fascinating and 


Instructive for a Eoy. 


A Simple Way to Construct One 


Whnt Snch a One Will Co»l and 


Where to Get tlic 


MatertalH.

There is- scarcely anyt hing than a boy 


can get hold-of so fascinating, and ut 
tie same time so instructive, as an 
aquarium, in vine!* to keep fish and 
email reptiles that live in the water. 
It will be no dirtiuult matter to con- 
struct a -stroiis- and spncious tank that 
will !iccommod2te two or three dozen 
of these little fellows, provided the fol- 
lowing instructions are faithfully car- 
lued out. 


Making a water-tight box with glass 


sides is, of course, a matter requiring 
some care; every precaution must be 
taken to seal hermetically every crev- 


ing them. This top rail should not be 
attached to the upper end of the corner 
posts until the glass sides are in> place, 
but when the time comes to TinSte 
them, it is done as shown in Pig-. 6. 
Two round-headed brass screws will 
hold the sticks in place; and if orn'a- 
ments are desired, they may be at- 
tiiehed to pins driven at the center 
of each corner, a's is also shown, in 
Fig. C.

It bas been our habit 
to speak In glowing tsrins of tbe little 
Asiatic empire that wo had tbe honor of 
Introducing to tbo society of nations. 
We have looked upon Japan much as a- 
man regards a promising child. Tho 
thought never occurred to as that thie- 
same nation would some day, because of 
an uncontrollable thirst for glory nnd 
power, kick up Hs heels against us like a 
boy who imagines ho krows more than 
his father, but such aro tbo facts. 


"As to the strong position Japan has 


taken against us in our proposed annexa- 
tion of Hawallttheru Is no accounting for 
It, except on tbe supposition that Eng- 
land Is using Japau as A oat's paw to 
frustrate our pi .n of taking possession of 
Hawaii. This li tbe view taken of the 
matter by Americans living In Julian. 
Englishmen there ui* praising tbe Japan- 
ese lor their bold aland against the 
yankees. In fact In Japan, It Is no secret 
that tbe real object, of Count Ito's recent 
visit to England with tbe English minis- 
ter to Japan was to concert measures for 
a secret understanding between tbo two 
countries, of whlob the policy to ba pur- 
sued is to the United States mid Hawaii 
is an important item. England will not 
oppose us openly, but that she does not 
want us to have Hawaii Is a dead cer- 
tainty. 


Jupan will be ticUled to death It sbo 


oan make us baofc down. She wants 
Hawaii herself in order the better to carry 
out her long matured plans of pushing 
her Interests in tbe western continent by 
tho way of Meloo and Central and South 
Amerloa. To nip, this whole thing in the 
bud, to preserve our dignity as a nation, 
and to protect ourselves from further 
trouble, there is bull one way out of tho 
Hawaiian difficulty—the upeofly annexu- 
tlon of these valuable islands. 


In Japan Englishmen are now being 


lloul/.od, while Americans have grown is 
disfavor, aro spolseu 111 of and occasionally 
attacked in the streets, as wore tho 
American marines- in Kobe whllo I was 
In that city. American women are being 
subjected co open Insult in tbe streets. 


"Tho native pros* for some time bus 


been discussing tbo nuaorous advant- 
ages that would result to Japan were sho 
to form a close alllanca with England. 
They like to dwoll upon tho instances of 
England's good will, one of which Is b«r 
position on tin Hawaiian nuontlon. Tnat 
tbo Japan-English combination will leavo 
no Btojo unturned to frustrate our annex- 
ation of Hawaii Is certain. 
We should bo 


prepared for any bold move on th<j island*,, 
especially Itti tbo dlrectlan of fomenting: 
the natives to uppos* anroxutlon, null, 
proclaim for tbo restoration ot tbo inon. 
arcby."

Henry M. Kreidler Taken Away 


Suddenly in the 


Night. 


DIED OF HE&RT DISEASE AT HOME 


Body Found in the Yard at Three 


O'clock This Morning — The 


Details—Inquest This 


Afternoon. 


Henry M. Kreldler was found dead 


this morning In tbe back yard at his 
home, No. 538 North Franklin street. 
It 


Is supposed that his deotb was due to 
heart disease and that he fell dead as he 
was walking to the barn ot the rear of the 
house. The death was a great shock to 
the family and friends. 


Mr. Kreldler left his home last night at

It bos boon the habit of Mr. Kreid- 
ler to always give water to his horse be- 
fore retiring at Bight and It Is thought 
ho was on his way to the barn when deuth 
overtook him.

came uneasy because her husband did not 
return as he hod expected to return home 
jatbei early. Tho family thought that 
perhaps for some cause the meeting was 
late In dismissing, but at 2 o'clock this 
morning, when Mr. Kreidlor did not 
make his appearance, bis wife became 
greatly alarmed and notified tho police. 
Captain Muthersbaugb and Officers Dona- 
hue and Kochlnskl went to tho house and 
patrolled the neighborhood to find 
traces of the missing roan, as they had 
learned that tbo lodge hall had closed long 
since. Finally, on looking in the back 
yard Officer Donahue foTund tbo body of 
Mr. Kreldler In tbe middle of the yard 
near tho walk leading to the barn, 
death seemed to havo been sudden.

This lg>the view taken of tho 
matter by Americans living In .Tartan, 
Englishmen there are praising tbe Japan- 
so lor 
tbolr bold stand against tbo 


yankees. In fact. ID Japan, It Is no secret 
hat the real object of Count Ito's recent 
Islt to England with tbo English minis- 
ur to Japan was to concert measures for 
a secret undorstandtng between t.bo two 
lountrlos, of whioh the policy to bs pur- 
mod as to tbo United States and Hawaii 
a an Important item. England will not 
ippose us openly, but that she does Dot 
want ua to have Hawaii is a dead cor- 
ainty.

V.W8 to which bacteria have bceii put 
is that of vermin, exterminators or poi- 
soning- ajjents. It was in the year 1889 
that Prof. Loeffler, while experiment-

Cripfswnld, discovered a nm-ro-orgun- 
ism which \vas extremely fatal to all 
kinds, of mice. The happy idoa oc- 
curred to the professor that this lethal

turned to excellent account iu combat- 
ing plagues of field-mice in gram iields 
where the devastation committed bj 
hese voracious rodents had become in 
.arts of Greece and iiussia a serious 
ourcc of loss to agriculturists. Kx- 
icrimcnls were accordingly made on 
a small scale to test the efficiency of this 
bacterial poisoner in destroying field 
nice, and so successful -nere the re- 
mits that 
Loeffler 
confidently 
an- 


muiu-ed the possibility 
of keeping 


clown these pests by distributing food 
material infected with these bacteria 
01 er fields which were invaded by them. 
The Greek government took up the 
question, and l-o«fller's method was ap- 
plied with brilliant results; the dis- 
ease was disseminated with extraordi- 
nary rppidily and severity, and the 
mice v\ere readily destroyed. 


The idea was not original, for I*as- 


teur had already, in 1S8S, suggested to 
the international rabbit commission 
in Australia that chicken-cholera mi- 
crobes should be employed for destroy- 
ing the rabbits, which then as now :ire 
such a source of difficulty and' pecuni- 
ary I'OhS to the country. .No active meas- 
ures appear to have been taken, how- 
ever, to carry out this siig-g-pstion. ono 
of the principal objections rjiiM'd be- 
ing- the- undesirability of iutrothichiR 
a disease which was at, that time be- 
lieved to be a. stranger to the colony. 
Quite recently, within the past jear, 
the idea has been revived by Mr. Pound, 
the government bacteriologist at Bris- 
bane, in consequence, of his discovery 
that chicken cholera, far from not exist- 
ing iu Australia, has inlestcd poultry 
yards more or less extensively for sev- 
eral years pas'^ although it Iva.s only 
recently been diagnosed as such. This 
chicken cholera microbe is particularly 
well suited for the work in question, 
inasmuch as, while extremely fatal to 
rabbits, it is without au.y effect what- 
ever on iarm slock of various kinds, 
and is perfectly harmless to man, so 
that, its handling by the uninitiated ia 
not attended with any personal danger 
whatever.—Longman's Magazine.

'CORN AT SI.66. 


Sucli Prices Were Once Paid for the 


Graln-Inter«sting Figm-en Taken 


From an Old Account Book. 


Now that there is BO much talk about 


the prices of corn and wheat it Is interest 
irg to know of the large Burns that were 
once paid for the grains. ,Dr. James L. 
Bevans has in bis possession an old ac- 
count book which belonged to one of his 
ancestors and contains some interesting 
flgurps in regard to prices paid in the 
early days. In the fly leaf of the book is 
the following inscription: 
"Benjamin 


Blvane, his book, March 25, 1763, or the 
third year of the reign of our Soverclgp 
Lord George III." The accounts and 
memoranda in the book show that In 
those early days high prices wore paid for 
grain. 
In 1768 and 1777 41 cents was 


paid for corn. In '78 and '80 it sold for 
50 cents per bushel, in 1795 corn was sold 
for $1.16 2-3 cents per bushel and In 179"1 


for J1.6fl3-8 cents. The difference in 
prices of othar grains then and now is not 
eo great as that of corn. Oats in 1709 
sold for 22^ cents per bushel, In 1781 for 
68 cents and in 1783 for 50 cents per 
bushel. 
Wheat sold in 1700 for 60 3 3 


cents, in 1777 for 83 1-3 cents, in 1778 
for SI, and in 1785 for 81.80 per bushel. 


In 1781 a man who did a day's work 


plowing was paid $1-50. In 1798 IB 
pounds of venison sold for $1.50 and in 
1797 seven pounds of pork sold for $1 25. 
In the year 1769 the postage on a letter 
from

amounted to 27 centa.

that trial by jury is more important to the

bended wrongs, which once committed, 
were without redress 
Ihe statutes of 


the several states which vest in certain 
courts the power of issuing this writ 
simply embody the long recognized power 
of courts of equity engrafted on our eys 
tern of jurisprudence 


1 He must have known, further, that 


the province of a court of equity in issu 
ing such a writ in no wise conflicted with 
the right of trial by jury.

Ten Vcam. 


•'Speaking of things." remarked a 


Philadelphia drummer. "Ihad a-strange 
thing happen to me about a month ago 
In Georgia. It didn't exactly happen to 
me, either, but it -was in my hearing. 
'I had attempted to drive across country 
to catch a train at a station which I 
could not have reached otherwise, ex- 
cept bv a long and tiresome detour over 
a miserable piece of road, and when a 
railroad in Georgia is bad it is bad with 
any sort of an adjecthe for emphasis 
you choose. It was 12 miles, and 
through a mountain gap, and as it was 
nearly dark when I started 1 wound 
up bv e-etting lost and going the Lord 
Jtncws"where, till I struck a very fair 
two-story house that looked like it 
might have been a summer hotel ones 
upon n time. 
"I asked the man who responded to 


mv cull how far it was to the railroad, 
and he told me ten miles, and I had bet- 
ter 'light' and stay all night. I 'lighted,' 
imd after a bite of cold bread and meat 
and a drink of moonshine I went to bed, 
tired enough to have slept on a picket 
fence. It was then 11 o'clock, and about 
two hours later I was awakened from 
tny slumbers by hearing a train whistle 
apparently a mile or less away, and 
then, rumble along, coining nearer and 
bearer until suddenly it stopped, and I 
heard no more. I was too sleepy to give 
it much thought, nnd, rolling over, I 
went to sleep again, wondering why mj 
>.o»t had told me it was ton miles to the 


" railroad, unless it was to deceive me 


out of the price of a night's lodging. 


"In the morning at breakfast I men- 


tioned the fact to him, and he laughed 
in an uneasy kind of a way and assured 
me that it was ten miles to the railroad; 
I would think it was three times that 
after I had driven over to it. The noise 
I heard. IK- said, was probably the wind 
Wowing down the chimney and banging 
around the house, which was old and 
opeu in niahy places. I hadn't any more 
to sa\ , and went on my way to the rail- 
road." reaching there in three hours, and 
noticir/ all the way that an old road- 
bed with the ties and rails still on it in 
places iny near the wagon road all the 
way to the station. 


"At the station while waiting for my 


train, I got talking to the station agent, 
'who was a bright, sharp crimp, and in- 
<-hle-nt::!'y I asked him about that rail- 
road train. He looked at me quick as 
a wink and asked me the particulars, 
whit'i I told him. 


'••it'-, a ha'nt,' he '.aid. 'Lnst night 


was the night it always comes. \Vhem 
the road Was first built here there was 
a branch that run back up in thatcoun- 
tr 
to a place about two or three miles 


beVor.d that house, to a kind of a sum- 
mer resort up there, mineral springs 
and a waterfall. Excursions fora day 
used to go there from towns down the 
road from here ami up the other way. 
Ten years ago to-night an excursion 
was coming back from there, and just 
ebout the neighborhood of that house 
the engineer saw an obstruction on the 
track that was going to throw the whole 
ehebang over the bank, and whistling 
down breaks and cutting his engine 
loose he went straight for it and 
knocked it off the track. Of course he 
nnd the engine went with it, and neither 
of them was ever any more use after 
that racket; but the train was saved, 
raid 4\ >t v,a<, enough for a man to die 
for, bemuse there were 200 women and 
children in tlie excursion. 
' " 'It was shown that some of the peo- 
ple in the. neighborhood hud attempted 
to v,rrk the'train, arc! it spoiled the 
excursion business. There \vas coal 
on the branch that kept the last nine or 
ten miles of it in operation for a few 
jrars longer, but there never was an- 
other passenger train to go over the 
-place where the engineer was killed. 
That is to sny. never another train tha< 
anybody ever saw: but there has been 
one ;-o' to the spot, or rjther fro to it 
and sto,.. One night in every year, for 
the last'te-n \ears, I have-heard it, and 
EO has the nian in that house and you 
ore the only other man who has that I 
kro'w of. because his nearest neighbor 


' is three miles aw.iy and nobody eve; 


gets in that neighborhood to stay al 
right. I suppose I would not have beer 
there if he had not asked me as o friend 
•to c.-ime up on one of the anniversary 
uigh's and hear it. KO lie could talk to 
xne "aVoirt it and ad- ;<=(> v ith me whether 
to move away or stick it out7 I advised 
him to stay, and had very nearly forgot 
ten about' it, for really the subject 
hasn't come to my notice forfourortive 
vears. and you con wager money I never 
w ent, back there to listen to it arty more. 
I'll TJ? blamed if I couldn't see that en- 
einoer and his engine whirling to de- 
Mi'-t -: the night 1 stayed there, be- 
cause I knew what to expect and sat up 
to wait, for it with every nerve at its 
highest tension. Darn queer kind of a 
ghcei, fin't it?' - 
"I to!:l him 1 thought it was, con- 


clr.-K- • the dri.mii'Ci. ":u,d when 1 sug- 
gested to him that I might perhaps tell

Expert* Have Given I'P the Ide» of • 


Transatlantic Tcleplmne. 


Financial and commercial interests 


between this country and European 
leading- centers have received a final 
tet-back in a mo&t important direction, 
lhat of using- the telephone between 
New York and the commercial centers 
of Europe. 
Almost from the moment the tele- 


phone sen-ice came in general use bank- 
ers and brokers clapped their hands 
w, ith delig-ht. They thought that they 
saw at no distant period the establish- 
ment of a transatlantic telephone sys- 
tem by which they could communicate 
with their ag-ents abroad, and so anni- 
hilate, time and distance that transac- 
tions on the exchanges or bourses would 
be but the matter of a few minutes. 


"Would it be possiWe to xise the At- 


lantic cables as. a telephone medium 
without interfering, with the regular 
work of the cable?" was the momen- 
tous question the scientists had to deal 
with. 
The fact that telegraph com- 


panies daily work a quadruplex system, 
jby which eight telegraph operators 
were on. the one wire at once, four at 
either end, nourished the belief that 
after all, through some yet undiscov- 
ered land connections, business men 
would be able to chat with each other 
without in any way disturbing the del- 
icate signals constantly passing to and 
fro on the cable. 
The most expert electricians through- 


out the world took the matter in hand', 
but- after years of unceasing study 
have decided to abandon the project. 
The cable companies threw no obstacle 
in the way of the scientists; on the 
contrary, they encouraged them. The 
scheme, so far reaching and beneficial 
to the business -world, was kept as 
quiet as possible, 'but now that there 
iloes not seem the least possibility of 
carrying it out the secrecy has been 
abandoned. 


George O. Ward, vice president of the 


Postal Telegraph company, was asked 
yesterday if there was any possibil- 
ity of ub'infi- cables for telegraphic and1 
telephonic purposes at one and the 
same time. He promptly answered: 
"I am afraid not. In fact, 1 know that 
such a thing is impossible. The whole 
thing, after long study, has been aban- 
doned. A noted- European electrical 
expert, who has given the matter his 
attention for years, says it can't be 
clone, and he adds that if you were to 
construct a telephone by which you 
could talk to people in London, 1'aris, 
Berlin or St. Petersburg, you would 
have to use a transmitter as big as a 
barrel. 
There is still another insur- 


mountable jinrrier in the way o.f trans- 
atlantic telephone service. Take, lor 
instance, jour long-dis'tance telephone 
service as it stands to-day. Look what 
it costs. Xow, thru, what wr-.ild it 
cost, even based on the s-amie lines, to 
telephone to any of the great commer- 
cial cities of Europe. Just think of 
being asked' to pay $50 or $00 a minute. 
Vhere is the busine&s man who could 
dtord fcuch an expenditure? Then, 
g-ain, look at the millions of people 
\ho ne\er use th« telephone at all. 
t costs money to manufacture and lay 
•ables nnd to use one for telephone 
erviccs alone would never pay.—N. V.

The next morning- the fun begins. 


Hundreds of men wade in and with 
',,ow and arrow begin the onslaught. 
\ fish is sighted and the bow brought 
into service. Sometimes a large fish 
has a dozen arrows in it before it is 
captured. All this time the redskins, 
male and female, keep screeching, their 
.cries being easily heard a mile away. 


This is the way they always start 
it to (jet fish, but if from any cause 
hey fail to get enough they resort to 
LMiokeyeing." This is accomp;ished 
v "-ett'lng sacks of buckeye leaves and 
ranches, crushing them with stones 
nd wallowing them through the creek, 
his intoxicates the fish and they are 
isily caught by spearing, shooting or 
ith* bow and arrow, the Indians sel- 
om failing to get all the fish they 
•ant. The fish made drunk,will soon 
ecover if not taken out of the water 


As'sooii as they have caught enough 
or a "roast," cooking begins. A trench 
b dii" and wire stretched across it. 
The fish are laid on" top of the wire 
ust as they are taken from the creek 
-not cleaned or dressed. A fire is then 
ighted in the trench, and after tuni- 
ng over the fish a few times they are 
taken off "done." The native then 
takes the fish, peels the scales or skins, 
as the case may be, ofi, eats to the 
entrails and throws the carcass away.

Postal Telegraph company, was asked 
yesterday if there was any possibil- 
ity of using cables for telegraphic and1 


telephonic purposes at one and the 
same time. He promptly answered: 
"I am afraid, not. In fact, I know that 
such a thing is impossible. The whole 
thing, after long study, has been aban- 
doned. 
A noted European electrical 


expert, who has given the matter his 
attention for years, says it can't be 
done, and he adds that if you were to 
construct a telephone by which you 
could talk to people in London, i'aris, 
Jierlin or St. i'ctcrs/burg, you would 
have to use a. transmitter as big as a 
barrel. 
There is still another insur- 


mountable iiarrier in the way o.f trans- 
atlantic telephone service. Take, for 
instance, your long-distance telephone 
serUce as it stand* to-day. Look what 
it costs. 
>*o\v. then, what would it 


cost, even based on the same lines, to 
telephone to any of the great commer- 
cial cities of Europe. Just think of 
being asked' to ,pay $50 or $00 a minute. 
Where is the business man who could 
afford such an expenditure? 
Then, 


again, look at the millions of people 
who never use the telephone at all. 
It costs money to manufacture and lay 
cables and to use one for telephone 
services alone would never pay.—N. V. 
Journal.

The Cherokee Indians of Scqnoyah 


district, Indian territory, had a big iish 
fry the other day on Lee's creek that 
[iut*tripl'ed all other efforts in lhat line 
:-\er attempted in this country. Hun- 
dreds of white men, women and chil- 
d-i-en participated, as well as 
nearly 


1,000 "bucks," "squaws" and papooses. 


A larj;e amount of fish was caught 


or killed. They hr.-.c t\roivays of get- 
ti'.s: fish which insure a plenty when- 
ever they attempt a iish fry. One way- 
is to send a mouth in advance a lot 
of men 10 dam up a liol;-. This is done 
,,t the up-.:cr cml of a ,arge hole, and 
extends as far down the hole as shal- 
low water extends, or until the water 
is not i'-.ore than two feet deep. The 
cam extends, across the stream and-nn 
opening is left about ten feet wide 
In the center. At two o'clock a. m. 
the tlav the fish fry is to come off they, 
slop thiS opening, thus having the Iish 
trapped. 


The next morning the fun begins. 


Hundreds of men wade in and with 
Low and arrow begin the onslaught. 
\ fi-h is sighted and the bow brought 
into service. Sometimes a large Iish 
has a dozen arrows in it before it is 
captured. All this time the redskins, 
male and female, keep screeching, their 
ci\i s Deir.c ea-'ily heard a mile away. 


This is "the way they always start 


out to get iish. but if from any cause 
they fail to get enough they resort to 
"bu'ckeyemg." This is accomplished 
iiv ire;:ing sacks of buckeye leaves and 
U-aV.clies, crushing them with stones 
ami wallowing them through the creek. 
This intoxicates the fish and they are 
easiiv caught by spearing, shooting or 
with' bow" and arrow, the Indians sel- 
dom failing to get all the fish they 
want. The fish made drunk will soon 
recover if not taken out of the water 
quickly. 


As soon as they have caught enough 


for a "roast." cooking begins. A trench 
i:; dug and wire stretched across it. 
The iish are laid on top of the wire 
just, as they are taken from the creek 
—not cleaned or dressed. A tire is then 
lighted in the trench, and after turn- 
ing over the fish a few times they are 
•taken off "done." The native then 
takes the fish, peels the scales or skins, 
as the case may be, off, eats to the 
entrails and throws the carcass away. 


It is a sight worth going miles to 


see. a Cherokee fish fry. and'whcnever 
one is announced more white men go 
than do Indians.—St. Louis <i lobe-Dem- 
ocrat.

To become a lawful 
citizen of the Ind'ian territory all mar- 
riages had1 to be. icade according1 to 
the Cherokee custom. To this none of 
the white men objected.—Kansas Oity 
Times.

To become a lawfu 
citizen of the Ind'ian territory all mar 
riages had to be made according1 t 
the Cherokee custom. To this none o 
the -white men objected.—Kansas Cirj 
Times.

SANTA FE TRAIN WRECKED. 


PERU ON A GOLD STANDARD. 


>,Her, However. Will l>e Legal Tender. 


\FJtli 1 ullmited Circulation. 


Lima, Sep*. 9.—It is likely that the 


Peruvian government will adopt a finan- 
cial scheme similar to that of Holland. 
That is, that silver coin will be a legal 
tender with unlimited circulation, but its 
value will be fixed on a gold basis. 


From the single silver standard system 


Holland In 1816 adopted thedcnbla stand- 
ard upon a ratio of 15.873 to 1; again re- 
turned to silver in 1847, and again to the 
double standard in 187fl. 
The unit is the 


florin or guilder of 100 cents, the foil 
legal tender pieces being the 10 and five 
florins of gold and the hall florin rix doler 


of silver. 


1'lie weight of a florin in gold would be 


672 ot a gramme, or 10.37 grains, 900- 


1000 fine. The silver florin is 945-1000 
fine, and weighs .ten grammes. Accord- 
ingly, the gold florin equal 40.2 cents and 
the silver florin 39.3 cents. 


Coinage of silver is on government ac- 


count cnly since December, 1877. Paper 
money is furnished by the government to 
the extent ot 10,000,000 florins, said to 
bo entirely covered, but apparenlty not,by 
coin. 


'welvo Killed and as Many Injured— 


W. J. Brjan Helps *o Care tot

Emporio, Kan., Sept. 9.—One of the 


worst wrecks In the history of the Santa 
Te railway occurred three miles east of 
here at 7:30 last night. Twelve persons 
were killed and as many more badly hurt. 


The fast mall train going east and the 


Mexico and California express, pulled by 
iwo locomotives, came together and when 
they struck the builers of all three en- 
gines exploded aud tore a hole in the 
ground eo deep that the smoking oar of 
the westbound train went in on top of the 
three engines and two mail cars and bal- 
anced there without turning over. 


Passengers in the smoking car escaped 


through the windows. The front end of 
this car was enveloped in a volume of stif- 
ling smoke and steam from the wreck be- 
low, and the rear door was slammed tight 
in the wreaked oar behind. 


The wreck caught fire from the engines 


and the cars in the hole and the smoking 
car wore burned to aphes in no time. 


In climbing out of the smoking oar sev- 


eral men fell through rifts Into the wreck 
below and It is impossible to tell whether 
they escaped or were burned to death. 


Ibe westbound train carried seven or 


eight coaches, and its passengers included 
many exouisionists who bad been to hear 
W. J. Bryan speak at a county fair at Bui- 
lingame. Bryan himself was on the train, 
but was riding in a Pullman "ar some 400 
feet from the oars which wore wrecked. 
He states that nothing but a heavy jolt
